WHERE YOUR MONEY GOES 


I am Uidebted to the lace Dr. IS. B. 


Rosa, of the United States bureau of 
standards, whose analyses of govern- 
ment expenditures I have already 
quoted in these articles, for the fol- 
lowing comprehensive survey of how 
the taxes you pay to the government 
are apportioned in expenditures. It 
will give you the clearest and best idea 
of where your money goes. For his 
purpose Doctor Rosa took the actual 
appropriations for the fiscal year 1920, 
amounting to a total of $5,686,005,706, 
as given in the regular supply bills and 
three deficiency bills prior to May 1, 
1920. For convenience he divfiled the 
purposes for which this money was 
spent into six groups as follows: 


Group I.—Obligations arising from 


recent and previous wars, including 
interest on the public debt, pensions, 
war-risk insurance, rehabilitation and 
care of soldiers, deficit in the opera- 
tion of railways, expenditures of the

Record Offers Chance for Economy. 
It may seem strange for men who 


"write for print" to suggest that the 
printing bills of congress might be 
cut down with advantage to the treas- 
ury and to the public, and perhaps 
with advantage.^ to .some of the mem- 
bers themselves/for it is inconceivable 
•that more than a few of the congress- 
men gain anything by having their 
speeches "extended in the Record." 


The United States pays a large sum 


of money each year to print and to 
circulate speeches of members of con- 
gress which were never made. A mem- 
ber rises to speak as many words as 
he can in the few minutes allotted to 
aim, and then asks permission to ex- 
tend his remarks in the Record.

War With Spain Not Forgotten. 
As wars are 
viewed, 
the » con- 


flict between the United States and 
Spain looks like a minor engage- 
ment when compared with the titanic 
battlings of the recent great struggle 
between the nations of the earth, but 
nevertheless the soldiers and sailors 
who took part in the struggles of 1898 
are not forgotten in the capital of 
the country. 


Shortly there4* will take place the 


twenty-fourth anniversary of the sink- 
ing of the battleship Maine in the har- 
bor of Havana, Cuba. Preparations are 
being made in this city to commemorate 
the disaster and to'pay tribute to the 
memory of the men who lost their 
lives on that stanch new ship when it 
weijri to destruction on a dark Febru- 
ary uighl in the year IS'JS.

;>!' the Maine. There always lias been 
some dispute as to whether or not the 
vessel was destroyed by an internal 
explosion, or by one from without, al- 
though a board ol.' investigation de- 
cided that tho ship was destroyed ma- 
liciously by a torpedo launched-either 
i;y enemies ut' this country or by men 
who iii-siied to see the- United Slates 
vnter the war in behalf of Cuba and 
believed that such a horrible act of 
destruction would bring about the end 
they sought. 
When the Maine was 


rasied evidences were found to prove 
that the rinding of the first board of 
investigation had been correct in every 
•detail. 


Main Mast in Arlington. 


It was determined to bring to the 


United States for erection in Arling- 
ton cemetery for memorial purposes 
the steel main mast of the Maine. The 
Collier Leonidas was assigned to the 
duty of bringing the mast to Wash- 
ington. It was just ten years ago that 
the Leonidas tied up at the Washing- 
ton navy yard dock after a hard fight 
with the ice in Chesapeake bay and 
the Potomac river. 


It was found that the main mast 


was in good condition and that what 
is know as the "lighting top," used for 
the accommodation of six gunners us- 
ing rapid lire guns, was intact. The 
\Veight of the main mast with its ap- 
purtenances is something over four 
tons. This relic of the Maine was 
taken to Arlington cemetery where it 
was erected over the graves of the men 
who lost their lives on the ship and 
whose bones, taken' from the hold of 
the vessel, were brought to Washing- 
ton on a battleship for interment in 
the national cemetery. 


Prior to the placing of the main 


mast in Arlington a beautiful memo- 
rial already had been erected. 
The 


main mast supplements the original 
monument and in a way is a more fit- 
ting one to the memory of the sailors 
who died. 


There is an organization in Wash- 


ing which has for its object the keep- 
ing green of the memory of the men 
who died in the Spanish war and for 
aiding the veterans of the service who 
took part in the battles in Cnfia. This 
organization has not been disrupted 
by the greater demi'iids made upon 
i lie time of men and women which 
have come as a result of the great 
\var. Soon there will be a service in 
Arlington femotery in memory of the

RANKLIN PIERCE was the sec- 


ond dark horse and the third

house. He was chosen not as a rep- 
resentative of New England, .but-rath- 
er as an agent of the south,, and New 
Hampshire debated half a century be- 
fore It grudgingly set up in the yard 
of the cap'ital at Concord a'statue at 
her only president. 


A member of the legislature at

Under its counsels Pierce not 
only surrendered to the ambitions ol 
the slave power for expansion over 
the north and west, but.also for its 
expansion into foreign lands.

Slavery was in its last throes, ev- 


erywhere. Great Britain had abolishejl 
it in her West Indian islands, Mexico 
had abolished it next door to our own 
slave states. 
Even Spain was tend- 


ing toward the freeing of the slaves in 
Cuba when the American ministers to 
Great Britain, France and Spain met 
in Belgium and issued 
the "Ostend 


manifesto." That shameful document 
proclaimed the threat that if the Span- 
ish government should refuse to sell 
us Cuba we would takb the island by 
force. 


At the same -time congress at home 


was repealing the Missouri compro- 
mise and wiping out the dead line 
against slavery, which had been drawn 
a quarter of a century before. 
This 


throw open Kansas to a wild scramble 
between settlers who wished the new 
territory to be free and those who 
wished it to be slave.

Neon, after reposing for more than 


twenty years in the labratory as a 
curiosity, has at last been put to use. 


Dr. F J. 
Metzger a 
prominent 


New York member of the American 
Chemical Society, describes a spark 
detector or testing 
instrument for 


use by outomobiists .consisting of a 
tube of noen attached by a wire to 
a metal contact point and encased in 
a hard-rublber cylinder about the size 
of a fountain pen. 


A window in the case permits the 


user to see a red flash in the neon 
tube when the contact 
point is ap- 


plied to a live spark plug or any high 
tension current. The 
flash, 'by -its 


dimness 
or 
brightness, 
indicates 


whether a spark plug is "dead" or 
normal and whether the spark is 
in insulated wire also may be traced 
by this device. 


Neon is one of the rare gases of 


the air and was discovered in 1S98 
by Sir William Ramsey. No practical 
use of it was made 
until abouc a 


year ago, when a New York concern 
produced an incandescent lamp w-th- 
out filaments — using neon in place 
of wire, inasmuch as neon becomes 
luminous when electrified and d.mits 
an orange-red glow. 


Neon lamps are 
used for 
exit 


lights in buildings, and are said to 
be particularly visible through fog 
or smoke. 


In the spark detecting instrument 


neon is useful because it offers ex- 
ecdingly low resistence to the pas- 
sage of electricity. A spark that will 
jmmp only one inch in air will jump 
approximately 75 inches in neon.

should be square, for, other things be- 
ing equal, the nearer square a house 
is the less lumber it will take. 


The size of the building required 


will depend largely on the number of 
fowls to be kept and on the size of 
the flocks. From 25 to 100 seems to 
be about as many as is safe and. eco- 
nomical to keep together. With flocks 
of this size, about four square feet of 
floor space should be allotted to each 
bird, which will suffice in most cases 
where careful attention is given to 
cleanliness and ventilation. Three to 
three and one-half 
square feet 
is 


enough for Leghorns In large flocks. 
If the fowls are kept in smaller flocks 
a little more floor space per bird will 
be needed. 
Where the climate is so 


mild that it is unnecessary to keep the 
fowls, confined, except for a few days 
at a time, and especially if the fowls 
are kept in small colony houses, less 


Disorder, Quietness and Kind- 


ness Are Essential. 


(Prepared by the United States Deportment 
of Asriculture.) 


Some work horses, although a Uttle 


cold shouldered, will pull when once 
sta'rted. As balkiness seems to be 
largely a nervous trouble, quietness and 
kindness must be used at all times, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Before any persuasive 


treatment is tried the bearing of the 
harness should be examined to deter- 
mine If It Is hurting the horse and 
thus causing thes balkiness. ' If n^oth- 
tng is wrong, place a rope or "strap 
around the knees of Jhe horse and pull 
straight to the front, which will gen- 
erally Induce him to move 'a step at a 
time, and thus gradually resume his 
work. 
Where It Is repeated several 


times this persuasive treatment Is 
usually sufficient to get the horse to 
pull. 


In case the horse Is a confirmed 


balker, throws himself, and refuses to 
get up, something out of the ordinary 
must be done to attract the animal's 
attention. The horse should be hitched 
with a good pulling animal and when 
down should be held in that position 
by having two men sit on his head 
and neck:' Then take a bucket of wa- 
ter and pour a very small stream on 
the animal's nose, occasionally allow- 
ng a little to fall into the upturned 
nostril. 
The animal will struggle to 


rise, but he should be held down for 
about two minutes, with the water 
Tickling on the muzzle all the time. 
The horse then should be permitted 
to get on his feet, and if he goes down 


second time the treatment should 


>e repeated. 
It is only .rarely that a 


jalky horse of this character will 
ihrow himself a third time where this 
:reatment Is ^followed.

garden annuals will assure cut flow- 
ers all summer, suggests the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 


There are so many diffeient garden 
flowers that are easy to raise, that al- 
most endless combinations may be se- 
lected. 


One would surely want an abun- 


dance of blue cornflowers, sometimes 
called "bachelor's buttons," "ragged 
sailor," 'Tagged robin," or a variety 
of other names 
When placed in wa- 


ter after cutting, the flowers increase 
in size. 
The seeds of these annuals 


should be sovin m the fall or in the 
spring from the time the ground is fit 
to work until the last of May in the 
North and the last of June In the 
South. 
They mav be started earlier 


under glass. The young plants should 
be thinned to 4 to 6 inches apart. 
They thrive well on all moderately 
rich garden soils. 
When once estab- 


lished they will usually reseed them- 
selves year after year. 


Scabiosa, 
often 
called 
mourning 


bride, pin-cushion flower, and sweet 
scabious, is an easily grown old-fash- 
ioned half-hardy annual that is very 
attractive and satisfactory both for 
cutting and for borders and beds. The

and keep a long time either on the 
plant or when cut.

hardy perennial asters. 


Plants from seed sown in the open 


ground in May and supplied sufficient 
moisture bloom abundantly in Septem- 
ber and October, when the flowers are ' 
seen at their best. For-July and Au- 
gust blooms, the "seeds should be sown 
in March or April. When frosts occur 
during this season the planting -will 
need to be done in a coldframe, a 
spent hotbed or In pots or boxes in a 
living room. 
Cover the seed about 


half an Inch deep with rich light soil, 
and when the plants have three or 
four leaves transfer them to thumb 
Dots or to other boxes, setting the 
plants about two inches apart. ^ - 


After all danger of frost is past 


transplant the plants so treated to. 
their permanent home, where tihey 
should stand about eighteen inches 
apart each way In well-prepared beds. 
Fresh manure or manure used in too 
large quantities sometimes proves in- 
jurious to them. Only thoroughly com- 
posted manure mixed with the soil is 
safe for these plants.

ities of air-slaked lime or of fresh 
wood ashes stirred into the surface, of

China asters can be grown into beau- 
tiful pot plants. 


In the gaillardias, or blanket flow- 


ers, are found both annual and peren- 
nial plants of easiest culture, offering 
a wide selection of varieties and a 
profusion of bloom over a long period.
